Montreal, Jan, 10. — The Sir John Mae- 
donold Memorial Committee has decided to 
advertise for designs. Competitors will re- 
ceive u lithographed sketch nnd st.itcmei t 
of tho amount of money at the committee's 
disposal, leaving everything else to the 
artist's talent. 

During an insignificant lire which occurred 
between three and four o'clock this morn- 
ing, Arthur Allan, youngest son of the late 
Sir Hugh Allan, who had only lately come 
in for his share of the family estate, was 
suffocated in his bedroom. There were sev- 
eral other hoarders in the house, among whom 
were C. Sweeney,, of the Bank of Montreal, 
Vancouver, B. C, and Missrs. Wuinright 
and Haviland, who escaped uninjured. 

J. X. Perrault writes to the papers ad- 
vising tho Imperial Government to appoint 
Lord Mount Stephen Governor-General of 
Canada. 

At 0:30 yesterday morning, while in the 
act of dressing for church, Mr. M. P. Ryan, 
collector of customs of this port, sank into o 
chair, overcome by a feeling of fointness, 
and died ill a few minutes. Mr. K. Whito, 
M.P.P. for Cardwell, will probably succeed 
him. Mr. Ryan was the representative of 
Montreal Centre in the House of Commons, 
and had been engaged for many years In 
the produce business. He was a prominent, 
Irish Roman Catholic.

Grand Rapids, Mich., Jan. 10.— Arthur 
Johnson, 7.'i, and a graduate of Yale, is 
dying in the Kent county poor houso. Ho 
speaks several languages Mid has been a pro- 
fessor in two small colleges. Iu the boom- 
ing days of Montana he went tbero and 
acquired 8500,000, but bad mining specula- 
tions ruined him. 

(Herman Labor Troubles. 

Berlin, Jan. 15.— Tho Socialists of 
Magdeburg have proclaimed a boycott 
against the brewers of that place fur form- 
ing o union for protection against Socialists 
who aro boycotting Binglo brewers. The 
quarrel threatens to assume proportions out 

of size with tho questions involved. Tho 
striking coal miners at Goldenkirohpn tins 
morning caused a dynamite explosion in ono 
of tho mines. Fortunately no one was 
working near tho scene, so nobody was 



killed, though a number of miners working 
at a considerable distance were thrown 
violently to tho ground. Tho explosion was 
of immense force and wrecked tlio interior 
of the mino in the neighborhood, causing 
groat datnago and resulting in delay whilo 
tho gallories were being repaired. The 
number of strikers is decreasing daily. 
All hopo of the success of the strike is gone. 

Mine. <Ic ltclnneli anil Her Ilusbnnrt's 
Estate. 

Paris, Jan. 15.— Mme. Joseph do Rein- 
och, with hor husband's approval, haa relin- 
quished all claims upon tho estate of tho 
late Baron do Reinuch. Four hundred 
holders of bonds and shurcs in tho Panama 
canal met to-day and passed resolutions in 
favor of reorganizing tho company on u 
purely commercial basis. Count Keratry 
was tho principal speaker, and his sugges- 
tion that tin appeal bo mado to American 
capitalists in tho interest of tho enterpriso 
was approved unanimously by tho meeting. 

Russian Famine. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 15. — Director Ker- 
bedeze, of tho Vladikavkase railway, has 
bought for tho Government 72,000,000 
pounds of grain, which will be distributed 
among the starving poor of Toolu, Varonesh 
and Reason, where tens of thousands aro 
famine stricken. In Petrozavodsk and 
Archangel neurly one-third of the popula- 
tion uro wandering from place to place, beg- 
ging and robbing. 

Hynnmlte anil Gunpowder. 

London, Jan. 15. — A dispatch to tho 
Central News, from St. Paul de Loanda, 
says ; A train crowded with Europeans 
and natives was halted on tho Congo, near 
Matadi, recently, and the engine was de- 
tached to join a wagon loaded with fifty- 
four boxca of dynamite and eighty-two casks 
of gunpowder. Tho engine moved down 
grade with great speed, and collided with 
the wagon, exploding the dynamito. Fifty 
persons were killed, including M. Lequene, 
head of the Soeiete Anonyme Beige. 

Koily In a Coffee Back. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 15.— Tho body of a woman, 
cut in 178 pieces, was found in a coffee aack 
in tho street this morning. Nothing has 
been learned aa to tho identity of her or her 
murderers. 

Authoress nml Aelre.ix. 

London, Jan. 10. — Frances Anne Kemblo 
(Mrs. Pierce Butler) died today. Mrs. 
Butler was the daughter of Charles Kemblo 
and niece of Mrs. Siddons, and was born in 
Newman street, London, November '21, 
1S09. She made her first public nppearanco 
October 5, 182!), at Sadlers' Wells, then 
under tho management of her father, in 
Venice Preserved. She sustained tho parts 
of tho Grecian Daughter, Mrs. Beverly, 
Portia, Isabella, Lady Townley, Cal- 
ista, Bianco, Ueatrice, Constance, Lady 
Teazle, Queen Catharine, Loniso of Savoy 
in '"Francis," Lady Macbeth anil 
Julia in tho " Hunchback." These 
three years, during which she retrieved 
the fortunes of her family, were marked 
by a production of "Francis," a tragedy, 
written by herself at the age of seventeen. 
In 1832 she visited America and, with her 
father, met with great success at the Uni- 
ted States theatres. She resumed her 
maiden name and returned to Lennox, Mass, , 
where she lived with the exception of a year 
spent in Italy, for nearly twenty years. 
She wrote industriously and besides transla- 
tions from Schiller and others, she also pub- 
lished "The Star of Seville," 1837, a 
volume of poems in 1842, and in 1S0I! 
" Uncords of my Girlhood" in three 
volumes. From 1SG9 lo 1S7.'1 she was In 
Europe. She then returned lo America, 
but subsequently came back to London, 
where she remained until her death. 

Mains Vllre Criminals, 

Rom e, Jan. 10.— The groat trial of the 
Malic Vita? Criminal is beganjto-doy iu Tar- 
onto. Tho 102 prisoners were brought 
heavily ironed into the court-room, which 
wns crowded with witnesses. As the Tor- 
onto court house ia too small to accommodate 
the witnesses and prisoners, the Church of 
St.. Giovanni will be used during the trial as 
a criminal court. 

Winds uuil Storms. 

London, Jan. 10. — Reports of extreme 
cold coxo from all parts of the continent. 
The harbor at Kiel is completely icebound. 
All over Germany railway traffic is delayed 
and in somo parts suspended. Between 
Rome and Geneva, railway communication 
is maintained only with the greatest diffi- 
culty. In Vienna this has been the coldest 
day of the winter. Few persons ventured out 
as the dazzling whiteness of tho snow 
wus almost unendurable, and a person's 
nose or curs would freeze during o five 
minute walk. In the suburbs the ther- 
mometer was 7 degrees belosv zero. In tho 
South of France, several smell railway 
BCgid$ntfl hftVp, been caused J;v the snoiv 
ilri/ts. No trains aro run on tfio rajjways 
between Caateilr., Naudafy and Niirbonne, 
Chartres and Magni. The train which left 
Chartrea Saturday night, is still imbedded 
ir, the snow. High winds prevail along tho 
'Coast. Many fishing boats have been 
wrecked.

Interesting- Proceediiiffs Refore tlio 
French House— All About the 
Expulsion of Nihilists. 



The Pflfnama Scandal Ventilated— 
Government Laxity— Charges 
Against Russian Press. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Manitoba and Northwestern Hallway — A 
Jobbers' Union to be Btarted— Fire 
-Fatal Accident. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 10. — (Speoial)— James 
Livingstone, who was crushed in tho C.P.R. 
yard on Saturday night, died curly this 
morning. He came here from Montreal. 

The annual meeting of the Manitoba and 
Northwestern Railroad company was called 
lo take place at noon to-day; but owing to 
the unexpected summoning home of Mr. H. 
Montague Allan, was adjourned to tako 
placo in Montreal. Mr. Allan left by 
special train for Montreal on hearing of his 
brother's death by suffocation. 

John Ewart, a leading merchant of Medi- 
cine Hot, died yesterday in California of 
consumption. 

John Morgan stole a butcher's horse in 
Ibis city and mado off with it lo Portage la 
Prairie. It was re-captured tin re. 

The residence of R. McLennan was de- 
stroyed by liro this morning. 

Winnipeg is to have a Jobbers' Union on 
the mime basis us similar institutions in 
other leading mercantile cities. 

i Whl'.nkor's almanacs at Hibben & Co.'s, 



Paris, Jan. 10. — Immediately after tho 
opening of tho Chamber to-day, M, La- 
havey, Socialist deputy for tho Seine, inter- 
pellated tho Government as to tho expul- 
sion of four Nihilists from Franco on Jan. 
13, at the instance of Baron Morhenheim, 
Russian ambassador. What had these four 
men done, he asked, that the right of living 
in this country should be denied them ? Ho 
and his colleagues were anxious to learn 
whether they lived under a secular govern- 
ment or under a government which, while 
ostensibly free, had allied itself with the 
institutions of mediaeval despotism. 

M. Ribot replied at length to the inter- 
pellation. Since the discovery of a Nihilist 
bomb in Paris in 18S9, he Baid tho police 
had watched with unremitting vigilance all 
dangerous persoi.s. France would nover 
permit foreigners to intrigue on her soil 
against other powers. Tho Government 
would not hesitate to expel persons who 
came to the country for tho purpose of 
plotting thero the overthrowing of other 
governments. (Cries of " Oh ! Oh ! " from 
the£Sooialist deputies.) 

Antolne Jude, Socialist deputy for tho 
Girondo, moved, amid much confusion, that 
the discussion of tho expulsion be allowed 
to proceed as vital interests wero at stake. 
If the Government had tho right to expel 
all who disagreed with its opinions iu 
domestic or foreign politics, ho said it might 
as well proclaim a despotism at once. An 
uproar followed this statement, tho Social- 
ists cheering and the rest of tho chamber 
shouting their disapproval. 

On the vote, Deputy Judc's motion was 
lost by 352 to Si. 

Lucieu Millevoy, Boulangist deputy for 
the Souinie, asked M. Bourgeois when the 
lobbyist Al ton and the German traitor and 
adventurer Heiz would be prosecuted. 
These men, against whom all tho resources 
of tho law ought to havo been exhausted, 
have been permitted to go their way with- 
out a hand bidng raised to 9top them, They 
held the secrets of the Panama corruptions 
which tho Government pretended to be so 
anxious to probe. They had given and 
taken tho bribes, yet no appaicnt effort was 
making to punish them for their crimes or 
to force from them the evidenco they held 
of tho crimes of others. 

" I refuse to ussociato myself with the 
makers of unsubstantiated charges," an- 
swered M. Bourgoois. "On January 7 a 
warrant had already b:cn issued for M. 
Alton's arrest. I brought tho case of M. 
Horz before tho council of the Legion of 
Honor. Two subpoenas wero issued for 
him some timo ago and to-day they were 
changed to summonses for him to appear as 
an accused party." 

The last statement by M. Bourgeois was 
roceived with prolonged cheers from the 
Left. M. Millevnyo shouted, "Why did 
you wait so long?" but M. Bourgeois ig- 
nored the question. 

A committee from the Deputies, who de- 
vote themselves to questions of parliament- 
ary procedure, urged M. Ribot to finish the 
Panama inquiry with all possible speed lest 
the other busii ess of tho Chamber should he 
delayed. 

M. Ribot replied that the magistrate's ex- 
amination had been almost completed and 
that the report would be submitted to the 
chamber shortly. The Government would 
ignore all questions during tho discussion of 
the estimates. To-morrow he would intro- 
duce a bill providing for such an amend- 
ment of the press law that persons libelling 
ambassadors or the sovereigns of these am 
basaadors could be prosecuted. 

In tho Parliamentary Commission M. 
Souveride and M. Tatischeff testified as to 
tho charges of corruption against the Rus- 
sian Press. M. Souveride, who intro- 
need himself as editor of the Novroe Fremja 
protested that M.Delahaye's charges as to the 
receipt of 50,000 franc3 by that newspaper 
from the Panama peoplo were unqualified 
falsehoods. Neither he nor any of his fel- 
low journalists in Russia, us far as lie knew, 
had touched a centime of Panama money. 
M. Rouvier, ex-minister of liuunce, and M. 
Florens, ex-minister of foreigu affairs in 
1880 88, should be called by the commission 
to corroborate his statement. They would 
bo ablo to exonerate the Russian press from 
the accusations in question. 

M. Tatischeff mado a similar denial. 
After giving his testimony he made a short 
speech to the commission to the efl'ect that 
the friendship of Russia and Franco was 
imperilled by "this rising tide ofo*luniny." 
Unless the commission would defend Russia 
gainst, palpable slanders such as had Iiccii 
bandied about recently, tlio most deplorable 
results might be expected, 

M. Boudard, chief clerk of the Suez 
Canal company, was questioned at length 
by the commission aa to the payees of the 
anonymous cheeks which he drew when 
handling tho Press fund for the Panama 
company. He pleaded weakness of memory 

at first, and eventually replied hesitatingly 
to ull interrogatories " I do not know." 

President Brlsson informed the commis- 
sion that the report of M. Florry, an expert 
accountant, concerning tho books of the 
Panama company, would be laid betoro 
them shortly, and the commission adjourned 
until to-morrow. 

Tho Marquis do Castellan has come out 
with a denial of the report that ho was the 
payee of a Panama cheek for 1,250,000 
francs. There are rumors this evening that 
proceedings againstjdeputlos Cocke.Rouvler, 
Arton and Thevenal, v, ill bo stopped and 
they will be discharged for lack ol evidence. 

The Figaro's attempt to arouse public 
feeling against Carnot has fallen 11 it. Men 
who vehemently denounced President Car- 
not aro comparatively moderate. It is 
generally believed that the worst is known 
regarding Panama, and that no develop- 
ments adverse to Carnot are possible, The 
discredit thrown on tho Gaulois lias aided 
greatly in relieving Carnot. Tho staff of 
that paper were active in endeavoring, be- 
fore the Panama Comini sion of tho cham- 
ber, to connect Carnot's hatha with tho 
Panama canal corruption, but when cor- 
nered declined on alleged professional 
grounds to give their authority for tho 
statements made* 
EX'Minister of Commerce Jules Rooho 



also says thut ho will be vindicated from 
the chargo that he shared in the Panama 
canal bribery. Whon first accused, Roche 
made denial in a manner thot made a most 
favorablo impression in tho ohambor. The 
denial then given haB been verified to the 
satisfaction of Magistrate Fronqneville, who 
finds that tho initials " J. R.," made by the 
late Baron Reinach on tho counterfoil of 
check, do not apply to Roche, who will, 
therefore, bo released from the accusation 
of complicity in tho Panama canal corrup- 
tion. It has been alleged on the strength 
of theso initials that Roche received 
20,000 francs from Reinach. The evidence 
against others who have boon accused is 
said to be no stronger than that tgainst 
Roche. 

Tho evidence against ex-Minister of Pub- 
lic Works Baihut continues, according to 
report, to grow stronger. Baihut, says the 
Siecle, admitted yesterday that he had re- 
ceived 455,000 francs for supporting tho 
Panama Lottery bill. Ho haa been desert- 
ed by nearly all his friends, although his 
wife adheres to him with pathetic devotion. 
There seems to be a disposition to lay upon 
Baihut tho chief responsibility for the dis- 
grace and loss to the Republic resulting 
from tho Panama Lottery bill, and the pro- 
secution of the ex-minister is to be vigorous- 
ly pushed. 

There is profound relief in Republican 
circles over tho statement that Charles de 
Lesseps has implicated Arthur Meyer, 
editor of the Guulois, as having received 
100,000 fruncs from tho Panama company. 
This at last brings the Royalists into the 
dragnet, and shows what tho friends of 
tho republic have cluimed from tho begin- 
ning—that Republicans ollicials and jour- 
nalists did not have o monopoly of the 
Panama corruption. Tho fact that four 
Boulangist deputies are said to havo been 
put under strong suspicion by the evidence 
btfore Franquovillo is also considered as 
strengthening the ease of tho republic by 
showing the hypocrisy of those who assail 
it in tho pretended interest of better govern- 
ment. 

The Government has also been consider- 
ably strengthened by the Epecch of Chan- 
cellor Caprivi on tho German army bill. 
This has in a largo degree diverted attention 
from Panama affairs and aroused deep inter- 
est iu the foreign affairs of Franco and the 
necessity of Frenchmen standing together 
against enemies abroad. Tho situation to- 
day, therefore, is improved, and although 
tho Figaro has published a sensational arti- 
cle, signed by Editor-in-Chief Maynard, 
urging Carnot, in the interest of tho Repub- 
lic to resign, littlo is heard of adverse criti- 
cism upon tho President. 

Attention is called to the fact that tho 
Gaulois recently printed a muliguant story 
that Mme. Carnot mado gifts to tho poor 
out of the Panama funds. There is not a 
word of truth in tho usscrtion. Several 
prefects from tho interior attended at the 
ministry of tho interior to-day, in order to 
rccoivo strict instructions to deal promptly 
with ull attempts by the enemies of the 
republic. A prominent Republican says : 
"The groat object of the reactionists of all 
parties is now to disgust Carnot with the 
exercise of power, and get him to resign be- 
foro tho election of a now chamber of 
deputies. This chamber just now stands 
too badly in the eyes of the country for a 
president elected by it to have great weight 
in tho eyes of the nation."

The Atlantic "Modus Vivendi'' to Be 
Kenewed-Goverimient's Position 
on Canal Tolls. 



Departure of Hon. C. H. Tapper For

Ottawa, Jan. 10.— Next Saturday's 
Canada Gazette will contain an Order-in- 
Council renewing the modus vivendi with 
reference to the Atlantic fisheries for the 
season of 1893. 

Hon. C. H. Tuppet leaves for England on 
Monday next to be present at tho opening 
of tho Behring Sen arbitration in Paris on 
Fobruary 2\\, in the capacity of- British 
agent. The arbitrators will adjourn till May 
or June, when Sir John Thompson goes over. 

In connection with tho Government's 
decision to abolish tho system of rebate of 
canal tolls for this year, which was com- 
plained of ou the part of the United States 
as n discrimination in favor of Canadian 
routes, vessels and merchandise, it is 
officially announced that the Government 
by no means admits that the contention of 
I ho United States was justified or correct. 

Mr. Saunders has sent to the Government 
his report as World's Fair Commissioner up 
to the timo of his resignation. The ex- 
penditure to tho end of December was 
$40,000.

THE CANADA WESTERN. 

Victoria its Termlnus-The Road Will He Built 
unci Its Land Grant Developed. 

[From tho Seattle Telegraph.] 

Mr. C. W. Higgins, of Chicago, confiden- 
tial representative of Mr. Frunk Bakeman 
and other Eastern promoters of tho British 
Pacific railway, which is to be tho now natno 
of tho Canadian Western Central railway, 
and Lioutonant-Colonel A. J. Kane, who, 
by the way, is assistant inspector general, 
and a member of tho stuff of the National 
Guard of Washington, and who wa3 ono of 
the original promoters of the railway just 
mentioned, arc at the Rainier. 

Mr. Higgins, on being asked as to the 
progress his company was making, said that 
it was getting preliminaries into shape and 
would be able at a very early day to an- 
nounce its plans fully. Mr. Bakeman 
would probably reach Seattle by the 25th 
of the present month and, ufter a short 
stay, would go on to Victoria to attend to 
tho matters connected with organization 
and such legislation as was needed. There 
was really not very much new to 
announce just now. Ho Baw by the 
Telegraph some days ago, that its 
readers had been told of the deposit of 
tho $100,000 forfeit by tho company, bo ho 
supposed it was not necessary for him to 
add that the company meant business. 

In reply to a question as to how much 
there was in tho stories circulated in So- 
attle to the effect that the company in- 
tended to make Alberni or some other point 
on the west coast of Vancouver Island its 
terminal, Mr. Higgins said that he wanted 
to give that statement a most emphatic do- 
nial. "Our company," ho said, "cannot 
mako any other placo than Viatoriu its ter- 
minus, and would not if it could. Victoria 
is a city of wealth and splendid situation. 
It is ideally located for the terminus of 
ocean traffic, and wo do not propose to at- 
tempt to force business out of its natural 
channel for tho purpose of working up town- 
site booms. We aro not coming out here to 
boom townsites. Wo propose to build our 
railway and develop our land grant." 

"Then you look upon Victoria as certain 
to enjoy a fine future'' " said the reporter. 

"I most certainly do," was tho reply. 
" The immediate benefit to Victoria from 
tho expenditure of the money required in 
building the road will give that city an im- 
petus which will secure for it a great ud- 
vance. Then as tho terminus of a line of 
railway opening such a magnificent terri- 
tory as our road will intersect and tap, not 
to speak of transcontinental business, Vic- 
toria must in a few years rival your own 
fine city in population and unless you keep 
growiug you will be distanced." 

" You like Seattle then!" 

" I could hardly fail to do that. It is 
really u-very fine city. My stay on tho 
coast ban impressed me with the immense 
possibilities before all this region. Many 
fortunes inu3t be made from the develop- 
ment of the great natural resources of the 
Pacific Northwest on both sides of the 
boundi.rj . The great trouble is that capi- 
talists in the East have hardly begun to 
understand what kind of a country -you 
have here. It will be a part of tho plans 
of the British Pacific to make the country 
widely known." 

Mr. Higgins and Colonel Kane will re- 
main hero until to-morrow, when they will 
return to Victoria. 



SOCIALISTS L\ COUNCIL. 

Scandals of Various Kinds Ventilated — A 
General Amnesty for Political 
Prisoners Advocated, 

PARIS, Jan. 14.— In response to tho mani- 
festo issued by the Socialist deputies the 
Tivoli Vnuxliall was packed to the doors, 
last evening, with Socialists of all shades of 
opinion, bent on discussing the Panama 
jdal. The speakers denounced tho cor- 
ruption of the " Bourgeoisie Government '" 
brought to light by the Panama Canal 
investigations, and Citizen Gucsde was 
Specially violent and extreme in his lan- 
guage. Ho called attention also to tho 
Guolph scandal in Germany as illustrating 
tho general corruption of politics under the 
existing form of Government, The meet- 
unanimously adopted a resolution in 
favor of a general amnesty to nil political 
prisoners and also approved tho declarations 
of tho manifesto under which tho meeting 
hnd b:en called.

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WILFULLY SET ON FIRE. 



The Verdict of the Jury in the Case 
of the Frederick Street 
Blaze. 



\ Caution to Fire Insurance Agents 
-A Plot That Did Not 
Pan Out. 

The inquiry iuto tho circumstances at- 
tending tho fire at 23 Frederick street, on 
the night of November 4 lust, was resumed 
yesterday in tho Police court, before Mngis- 
trate Macrae and a jury. Chief Sheppard 
conducted tho prosecution and again put 
\V. Jones, the owner of tho furniture in the 
house, in tho box. Tho furniture was insur- 
ed for §750, and Jones got $350 from tho 
insurance compuny— §270 for damage to 
furniture, and $80 for tho destruction of 
contents of pantry and bathroom. This 
award was mado on the report of Mr. W. 
Bickford, who acted as appraiser. The 
contents of the bathroom and pantry were 
enumerated by witness to tho insurance 
agent, and a declaration having been made 
as to their value, !?80 was paid to satisfy tho 
lo;«. Tho damage to tho furniture in the 
other parts of the house was dono by water 
or some other liquid. There were a number 
of articles missing from tho house after tho 
tire, tho witness testified. 

"Why did yon not notify tho police?" 
asked the Chief. 

'• Because I did not think they had been 
stolen," auswered witness, " I thought they 
might have been knocked about, burned or 
broken." 

" Although you wcro aware that tho tire 
was confined to the bath room and pantry !" 
suggested Chief Sheppard. _ 

The witness did not attempt to explain, 
but went on bo say that although a quantity 
of beddiDg was missing, ho never inquired 
of Mr. Morrison, tho previous tenant, about 
it. When witness went to Mr. Monteith, 
tho insurance agent, ho claimed the full 
amount of insurance— §750. Tho house 
itself was also insured for §1,500, and this 
he claimed from the insurance company, but 
did not get. The organ was removed 
from the houBe beforo Morrison became 
tenant, and was Bold to Mr. J. H. Pointer 
for $180 cash. Questioned as to the rental 
of the house, witness said that he did not 
consider §15 per month a fair rent for a 
house insured for §1,500, and tho furniture 
of which was insured for §1,000. 

The Magistrate askod how it was that 
witness on Friday last valued the contents 
of the pantry and bathroom at §C0 and set 
it down ut §S0 in his report to Mr. Mon- 
teith. 

Witness explained that he must have for- 
gotten some of the contents. 

A similar question was put bb to tho 
house furniture generally. It was valued at 
§044 by witness on Friday last, and yet he 
declared that at tho time of insurance it 
was worth §1,000. The answer was that a 
great many things muBt have been for- 
gotten. Morrison, who was tenant of tho 
house for three months previous to the fire, 
valued its contents at §280, and witness did 
not cross-examine him. 

William Thomas Beckford, a cabinet 
maker, deposed to having appraised tho 
furniture of the house, 23 Frederick street, 
at the request of Mr. Monteith and Mr. 
Jones, both of whom agreed to accept his 
decision. The bathroom and pantry wero 
appraised from a list of contents furnished 
by Mr. Jones. 

Witness described his method of ap- 
praisement. Ho inspected each article and 
estimated what its value would be before 
tho fire, and the damage done by fire or 
water. Tho list thus mado out was handed 
over to Mr. Monteith, totalling §350. Wit- 
ness saw a list prepared by Mr. Jones 
which totalled §1,200. 

Witness produced his original list of the 
valuation made by him after the fire. 

Chief of the Fire Department, ThomaB 
Deasy, was examined. Ho said ho was the 
first fireman on the ground, and the one by 
whom tho alarm was turned in. Tho night 
•was a very stormy one. He broke in the 
luck door, and found the firo to he at the 
east side of the building, in what he sup- 
posed to be tho bath room. Ho then took a 
lantern and examined tho house. Noticing 
a table in front of a wardrobe in the first 
bedroom, he pulled it away and discovered 
a tire in the corner of the wardrobe, with a 
coal oil tin alongside and some charred 
paper. There H as a small firo smoldering 
iu the dining room at the foot of a bed 
lounge, and no doubt tho building would 
have been burned were it not that the tiro 
was lighted at the leo side of the house. He 
made a more minute examination next day 
with Mr. Monteith, who wanted to know 
where all the furniture was that had been 
insured. There were four beds in the house, 
all of which were saturated with oil, and on 
the dining room table was a quantity of 
paper similarly treated. The tiro in the 
bedroom bad no connection with the 
main tire in the pantry. When Mr. 
Jones came to the bouse ho went to a glass 
case in the kitchen^ nd said, " The policy 
ought to be bore." It was not found there. 
Jones was asked to put a watchman on the 
premises, but he at first declined, stating 
thit it was the duty of the insurance com- 
pany or tho police to do that. However, he 
subsequently put a man iu chargo. Where 
the fire originated waB so situated that it 
could not bo seen from tho street. 

Witness added that he had no doubt 
whatever on his mind that the fire was in- 
cendiary, as it was in different plac< s, and 
there being bo much oil about. Had the 
fire taken u good hold it might have caused 
loss of life to men working on tho roof so 
much oil was there shout. He believed the 
Incendiary did not wait to light all the fires 
contemplat* d. There was no tiro hydrant 
in tho vicinity, a fact well known in tho 
neighbor hood. 

Sergt. Hawton deposed to having inspect- 
ed the premises the night of tho tire. He 
described their appearance. The beds and 
bedding were saturated with coal oil, as 
was also a quantity of paper lying about 
the different rooms. As soon as the tire 
was reported witness apprized Jones of the 
fact, and he said that he had been told so 
by Dr. Tybus. The doctor and Jones were 
in the otlioe t,f tho Clarence hotel at tho 
timo. Joiicb immediately went to tho scene 
of the fire, but Tybus did not acrompany 
him. 

This concluded the evidence, and the 
magistrate briefly summed Up. He pointed 
out that the fire occurred in an unoccupied 
hiuse, and in an apartment of that 
house in which thcro was no fire-place ; 
that fire was also discovered in a wardrobe 
<>f a bedroom quite apart from the spot 
where the blaze originated, and that several 
articles of furniture wcro found to have 
been saturated with coal oil. He also drew 
attention to the contradictory evidence as 
to the value of the furniture i Oliver, tho 
insurance canvasser, said it was worth 
§1,000, but would not go into detail ; Jones 
enumerated the contents of tho house, and 
his values when totalled produced a sum of 
§011 ; Morrison, the tenant of tho house, 
valued tho contents at §280. It waa for \ 



tho jury to say whether the firo was tho re- 
sult of accident or design. 

Tho jury retired, and after half an hour's 
consultation returned tho following ver- 
dict : 

" We are of opinion that tho house, 23 
Frederick street, wus wilfully sot on firo by 
some person or persons unknown, and are of 
the opinion that tho insurance agents aro to 
blame, and recommend that they be more 
particular in effecting tiro policies."

The ceremony of swearing in the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen of tho City of Vic- 
toria attracted u few more visitors than 
usual to tho Divisional Court room 
yosterday morning. The oatliB of 
offico wero administered by the 
Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Walkem 
and Mr. Justice Drako being aho on the 
bench. After all had been sworn in, in due 
for in, the Chief Justice handed over to 
Mayor Bcaven tho great seal of tho Corpor- 
ation "us a token of the confidence reposed 
by tho people of the city in your ability and 
integrity."

The members of tho British Columbia 
Benevolent society, whose object is to as- 
sist the needy and comfort the distressed 
wherever they may be found, and regard- 
less of country, creed or color, held their 
annual meeting yesterday afternoon, evinc- 
ing by their attendance in larger number 
than usual the interest they feel in the 
good work of tho association. The sanio 
spirit was also shown in tho various 
es, which were all in advocacy of 



greater exertion in relieving the distressed. 

President T. J. Barnes was chairman, 
and among thoso present in person were 
Messrs. Dixi H. Boss, Thomas Sliotbolt, 
Capt. J. D. Warren, J. E. Crane, J. C. 
Devlin, L. Dickonson, A. J. Rowhotham, 
Henry Short, G. H. Brown, M. Miller, H. 
Mansell, Steve O'Brien, R. Hall, J. F. Fell, 
Beaumont Bogga and W. H. Muson. 

Tho report of tho president, who himself 
has been indefatigable in the work of the 
society, wus read and adopted. It is hero 
set forth iu full : 

"Ladies und gentlemen: Wo have now 
arrived at our twenty -.first anniversary, and 
I have the pleasure once more of submitting 
to you an annual report, viz.: For tho year 
ending the 31st day ot December, 1S92. It 
will bo seen by the treasurer's statement 
that tho receipts for the year, including 
SI 71.35, the proceeds of tho Young Ladies' 
drili and entertainment, given for the 
bsnefit. of this society in February, amount 
to §1,023 02; the amount expended for relief 
during the year has beou §1,235 15, and tho 
expenses §170.50, making the total outgoing 
$1, 405.05, tho expenditure thus exceeding 
the receipts by §3S2.0.'!. Tho balance re- 
maining, however, is §1,005 03. 

"While I regret that the funds should 
have decreased, the consolation remains to 
me that we have dono everything possible 
to relieve tho cases of poverty and distress 
that have come under our notice. The sub- 
scriptions have not been so numerous or so 
liberal us they were in previous years, owing 
no doubt to tho temporary depression in 
commercial circles, and the many calls upon 
the community for financial aid to the many 
charitable institutions which exist in our 
midst. 

"It has been a jource of much satisfaction 
to me to find that in many instances during 
the past year private citizens have aided 
the society by assisting them with financial 
aid in special cases necessitating the expi 
dittire of more money than the society could 
afford to make in any individual case. 

"1 have also much pleasure in taking this 
opportunity of thankfully acknowledging 
the prompt and courteous aid of tho Pro- 
vincial Government anil City Corporation 
in relieving special cases of distress r ecom- 
mended to them by this society. 

" In conclusion, I have to sincerely thank 
the olficers and members of this society for 
their attention and kindly assistance in 
helping me to carry out the benevolent aims 
of the society, and ulao to the various steam- 
boat und railway companies, their agents, 
officers and employes, tor their courtesy iu 
assisting us lo forwur<l destitute persons to 
their fr iends and homes. 

" Wishing you all a prosperous and 
happy new year, I remain, etc.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

In Canada justico ia neither slow nor un- 
certain. The murderer, after he ia appre- 
hended, is speedily tried, and, if the evi- 
dence is Builieiently strong, he ia certain to 
b3 convicted. There aro no vexatious de- 
lays, and Canadian juries aro vory seldom 
tampered with. The guilty man has, iu fact, 
au exceedingly alondcr chunoo of escape, 
And punishment ia almost certain to follow 
conviction. Thero are nearly always tender- 
hearted persona, and peraona who do not be- 
lievo in capital punishment, who petition 
the Governor-General for either a pardon or 
a commutation of punishment, but unless 
the extenuating circumstances are many and 
obvious the Executive allows tho law to take 
ita course. The conaequence of thia prompt 
and rigid enforcement of the law is plain. 
Life ia as safe in this Dominion as iu any 
country of the world, and lawless acts aro 
of rare occurrence. The people, too, have 
perfect conGdenco in the adminis- 
tration of justico. They know that 
tho guilty will ho certain to receho 
the punishment due to his crime, and conse- 
quently lynching is unknown iu Canada. 
,In the mining camps and newly settled parts 
of this province life ia aa safe and the law is 
as well observed as iu the towns and the 
oldest settlements. 

It is thia state of things that reconciles us 
to such scenes ob the executions at Nanaimo 
yesterday. It is a dreadful thing to take 
life even under tho sanction of law, but 
ic ia a much more dreadful thing to live in a 
-community in which men have no regard for 
I*w and in which ruflianB know that, no 
■matter what outrage they commit, there 
aro many chances, even if they are caught 
red-handed, of CBeaping the punishment 
thoy have incurred. It is better that a few 
reckless men should suffer the death penalty 
than that the lives of law-abiding citizens 
should be continually in danger from the 
vengeance or the cupidity of men who 
neither fear God nor regard man. Almost 
every American newspaper that we read 
shows us the fearful consequences that fol- 
low a lax administration of justice. When 
those entrusted with the enforcement of tho 
law are either too cowardly or too corrupt 
faithfully to do their duty, lawlessness is 
sure to increase, and crimes will ho com- 
mitted which make one blush for his kind. 
The gallows ia a horrible instrument of 
justice, but ho is a rash man who will 
undertake to Buy that in the world's pres- 
ent stage of civilization it is unnecessary. 

populist BOSH. 

The following extract from the ii augural 
address of Mr. Lewollyn, Governor of 
Kansas, who was -elected by the Populist 
party, showa what arc the principles and 
aims of that party : 

" Tho survival of the fittest " is tho gov- 
ernment of brutes and reptiles, and such 
philosophy must give place to a govern- 
ment which recognizes human brotherhood 
and protects the rights of tho laborer and 
tho producer. Sectional animosity must bo 
forgotten. Tho state is greater than any 
party. But the citizen ia greater than the 
state, while the family the citizen produces 
is tho priceless jewel of our civilization. 
The problem was now to make it possible 
for the citizen to live by his own labor. If 
the Government failed of these two tilings 
it ceased to be of advantage to the citizen. 
He was absolved at once from his allegi- 
ance and was no longer held by civil com- 
pact. Bat the Government is not a fail- 
ure. Thia is a generation which has come 
to the rescue. Conscience ia in the saddle, 



und the grandeur of. civilization shall be 
emphasized by the dawn of a new eru in 
which tho people shall reign, when the 
withered hand of want shall bo no more 
outstretched for charity, and when liberty, 
equality and justice shall have a permanent 
abidiug-placo in Ibis Republic. 

This, if it wero uttered in a country 
school house by some incipient statesman, 
would bo listened to with an indulgent 
amilo by men who knew something of tho 
world and tho way in which ita busiueas ia 
done ; but coining from a man who has 
work to do and responsibilities to bear, it 
must bo looked upon as pure and unadulter- 
ated buncombe. If the Governor of Kansas 
said in plain English that it would bo the 
object of hia Government to take hold of 
the unlit and put them on a level in every 
respect with tho fit, he would bo laughed at 
by everyone who it not a born fool. It ia 
not tho function of government, and it will 
never be ita function, to give tho lazy and 
tho inept what they cither cannot or will 
not learn. Its business is to lot every man 
hoe his own row aa well aa ho can and not 
to permit anyone, on any pretence whatever, 
to interfero with him unlawfully. If he 
cannot or will not hoe it, ha niuat ubido by 
the consequences. No Government iu the 
world can give strength to the weak and 
brains to tho brainless. Thero will he in- 
equalities of attainment and acquirement as 
long as men aro created unequal, and the 
fittest will survive or rise superior to the 
unfit in spito of all that the political quacks 
can Bay or do. This generation can do very 
little more for the " withered hand of want " 
than previous generations have done, and 
this Mr. Lewellyn and his party will find 
when they stop talking and engage In the 
actual work of managing tho affairs of the 
State of Kansas. 

SOCIETY'S CENSOR 

Tho Fortnightly Review for December 
contains an article ou " The Sins of Society " 
by Ouida, which has attractejl a good deal 
of attention on both sides of the Atlantic. 
As every ono who has read any of her 
books can easily Bee Ouida is not a very 
rigid moralist in the ordinary sonso of the 
term. And tho article in the Fortnightly 
shows tint thia cstimato of the lady is tho 
true one, for the sins she inveighs against 
arc not so much sins against morals, pro- 
perly so-called, as sins against what she re- 
gards as good taatc. With regard to what 
is generally and properly called wickedness 
the groat sin with her ia being found out. 
She Eays that "society cannot ho au 
accurate judge of morality," but she evi- 
dently considers that it ought to bo u 
judgo of what ia beautiful and grace- 
ful and fitting, and what is not. 
Her accusation againat society is that 
it ia not really refined, that it has no true 
love of beauty and elegance, but that, 
on the contrary, it i? coarse, vulgar and 
oBteiitatioua in ita works and ways. She 
Bay3, apropos of the eating and drinking 
habits of society : " It is not for its luxury 
for a moment that I would rebuke tho 
modem world, but it is ita ugly habits, ita 
ugly clothes, ita ugly hurry-skurry, whereby 
it ia grossly disfigured, and through which 
it scarcely ever percoives or enjoys the 
agreeablo things around it." 

This ia a sweeping accusation, but she ii 
not at all backward in trying to prove that 
it is well grounded. She goe3 on to say : 

We deliberately surrender the luxury of 
good cooking because we must stupidly mix 
up eating with talking, and lose tho subtle 
and fine II ivors of our best dishes because 
we consider ourselves obliged to converse 
with somebody on our right, or our left 
whilBt wo eat them. We neutralize the 
exquisite odor of our finest llowers by the 
scent of wines ani smoking dishes. Wo 
spoil our masterpieces of art by putting 
them together pell-mell in our room3 
smothered under a discordant mingling of 
different objects and variouB styles. Wo 
allow nicotine to poison tho breath of our 
nun a id women. Wo desire a crowd on our 
stairs and a crush in our rooms as evidence 
of our popularity and our distinction, We 
cannot support eight days of the country 
without a saturnalia of slaughter. We are 
so tormented with tho desire to pack 
forty-eight hours into twenty-four that we 
gobble up our time breathlessly without 
tasting its flavor na a greedy schoolboy gob- 
bles up stolen pears without peeling them. 
Of the true delights of conversation, leisure, 
thought, art, and solitude, society en masse 
has hardly more idea than a flock of geese 
has of Greek. , 

This is hard on society. If what Ouida 
saya of it is true, the world's hard workers 
who live plainly and whose periods of plea- 
sure are rare need not envy those fortunate 
men and women who have nothing in the 
world to do but to tiiioy themselves. It 
seems that even in refined Europe those 
who compose the beau monde have not yet 
learned to do thia. They are not happy un- 
less they are in tho midst of excitement and 
continually in a orowd. " The great malady 
of the age," Ouida say?, " is the absolute 
inability to support Bolituda or to ecduro 
silence." 

The uauges and tho amusements of the 
gay world are alike distasteful to its cen- 
sor. She despises ita entertainments ; sho 
iuvcigba against visiting and inviting, 
which she says ruins ninety-nine out of a 
handred households; sho contemns shoo'- 
ing tame animals, and denounces drinking 
and gambling, which she declares is all- 
pervadiug. "Drink und gambling," she 
rays, "(iu varied forms it is true, but in 
essence always the same,) aro tho staple 
delights of modern life, whether in the

rude western ahanty of tho navvy, the 
minor and the digger, or in tho luxurious 
card rooms of tho clubs and the country 
houses of the older world." Concerts ond 
loctureB sho cinnot abide, and tho dresa suit 
of a gentleman ia her utter detestation ; 
shaking hands— in society— aho uboiniuatea 
and she regard* both weddings and funerals 
as senseless and vulgar pageants. This ia 
what this female Vandal has to any 
about them : " Of all apectaclca which 
aociety flocks to eeo it may certainly be 
Bind that tho funeral und the wedding are 
the most intolerably coareo and clumsy, 
There is indeed a curious and comical liko- 
ness between these two. lloth tako place in 
a crowd ; both arc tho cause for extortion 
and expenditure ; both aro attended un- 
willingly and saluted with false formula' 
of compliment ; both are 'seen out' and 
' got through 1 with sighs of relief from tho 
spectators ; and both aro celebrated with 
tho saorilico of many myriads of flowers 
crucified in artificial shaped in their honor." 

Society, as Ouida paints it, is not at nil 
attractive oven from nil lusthotifl point of 
view. But she does not think that those 
who have made it their mission to renovate 
society from top to bottom will improve it 
in tho least. The influences of socialism 
are not refining, und if over tho levellers get 
their way thero will bo lesB real refinement 
in society than thero is now. "Tho whole 
tendency of socialism," she pays, "from its 
first tentatives iu the present trades' unions, 
ia to iron down humanity into one dreary 
level, tedious and featureless aa the desert. 
It is not to ita doctrines that wo uro to look 
for any increnso of wit, of grace and of 
charm. Its triumph would bo tho reign of 
universal ugliness, sameness, and common- 
ness." So that Ouida is 'in iiristocrat after 
all ; and, we suBpect, a Sybarite as well.

London, Jan. 17.— The Berlin correspon 
dent of the Daily News says of Chancellor 
Von Capri vi'a appearance before the com- 
mission on the Army bill yesterday : " He 
spoke with great frankness of strategic de- 
tail of a moro or less seoret nature, and 
described the probable operations in the 
event of war, especially with Prance. He 
admitted in general the utility of 
forts. Eor instance, ho mid it would re- 
quire much larger masses of troops to sur- 
round Paris now than it would have re- 
quired in 1S70. Germany had not built 
torts, because they made such exorbitant 
demands for men from tho field or my. He 
dwelt upon the horrois of war which the 
hill was intended to avert, and denied that, 
the measure was a screw without an end." 

Berlin*, Jan. IS. — The Opposition is now 
beginning to admit that the army bill has a 
chance of phasing the Reichstag. Among 
the proposals was a suggestion that the now 
organization of the army should not be en- 
forced immediately upon tho bill becoming 
law, but that the changes proposed should 
extend over several years in execution. 

In official circles the question now in not 
whether the Government will get a major- 
ity, but how large a majority will it be, 
\ll things considered, tho bill is practically 
Kate. The effect abroad of the Chancellor s 
speech beforo the Reichstag committee is 
eagerly watched here. Telegrams from St. 
Petersburg received to-day atato that the 
Chancellor's words made the worst sort of 
impression there. The revulsion of the 
friendly feeling entertained fur the German 
Government will bo intense unless Chancel- 
lor von Caprivi officially explains his re- 
marks regarding Russia add Denmark. 
Ihe speech is hailed at Vienna and Budn- 
Pesth as establishing greater confidence on 
tho part of tho Austrian Government in 
von Caprivi than was ever felt in Prince 
Bismarck.

Gentlemen !— 1 havo tho honor to ropork that 
since tho conditional acceptance of tho Bowora 
a water tost was applied to them for tho satis- 
faction of tho Hoard of Aldcrim n. On tho 17th 
November last two hydrants wero turned into 
tho Viow street main, one at View and Quadra 
and one at Viow rind blanchard. At tho same 
time two hydrants were turned into tho Hum- 
boldt street main, one at Ch ithain and Govern- 
ment, and tho othor at Storo anil Cormorant' 
From the observed pressures at the City Hall 
it has been calculate I that over 80.000 gallons 
ni\ hour woro passing through these sowers. 

At the outfall, which was reached by the 
water In about two hours (it was turned on at 
12 j(i p.m., and had reached the outlet boforo :! 
p.m., When tho party arrived there), tho depth 

ot water above the invert of Ihe W wasiy , 

and its velocity about 2] feet per second. 

A large number of the manhole i wero exam- 
ined, anil in every caso tho water wus found 
/lowing with a reasonable velocity. At tho 
manhole at View and Vancouver, where, as I 
in October reported, thore WaB a slight settle- 
ment, the depth of water was found to be 9V In 
a 1.0" pipe, Even at thia point the water had a 
velocity of 2 28 feet per second . 

In viow of tho unfounded reports which havo 
lately been circulated,! beg most emphatically 
to stato that at no timo since the sowers woronc- 
copted has wator boon standing in thorn or In the 
manholes; on the contrary, when it has been nee- 
ess try to empty the dirt trays (since theaccopt- 
anco), the trifling amount of water or aowiigo 
haa invariably been found flowiog. On the 
lilst Docombor tho manbote ad, Viow and Van- 
couver streets was examined, with this result. 

Tho upper outlet pipe at Clover Point was 
examined a few nights ago, to jm if any dam- 
age had resulted from the late heavy galea. I 
am glad to be able to report that the precau- 
tions taken for its protection have proved 

e8isotual< The tido did. not fall Buflloiently to 
enable tho lower ripe to bo examined, but as It 
is far leu exposed to the violence of the waves 
than the upper, it is reasonable to expect tint 
no damage has been done ; nor is it probable 
that the outlet works will have to encounter 
heavier storms than tho3o they have already 
passed through unscathed.

The presidency Lieut.-Col. Prior, M. P., 
requested to be relieved of, as owing to the 
pressure of his other public duties ho found 
it very hard to spare tho time necessary to 
do justico to the affairs of tho association. 
Being pressed to leconsider the request, 
Col. Prior said ho had quite made up his 
mind on the subject, and while as a mem- 
ber of tho council his interest in the asso- 
ciation would continue as heretofore, he 
wished to aee somo one else appointed presi- 
dent, and named Ltcut.-Col. Wolfenden, 
who had served as vice-president and was 
ouo of the oldest friends of the association, 

Col. Wolfenden suggested that Senator 
Mclnnes tako the ollice, but the Senator 
declined ou the ground that he was aa yet 
only a novice. In compliance with the 
unanimous request of tho meeting Cot. 
Wolfenden then accepted the position. 
Senator Mclnnes and Capt. McGregor, of 
Nanaimo, wero unanimously elected vice- 
presidents. 

Secretary Fletcher nlso wished to resign 
his ollice, which he has held continuously 
since 187.1, but this tho council would 
not hear of, and he was unanimously re- 
elected. In order to lessen the Secretary's 
work, the new ollico of assistant sccte-.ary 
was created, Mr. J. I). Taylor being ap- 
pointed to that position. The Treasurer, 
Capt. Dornmii, was unanimously re-elected, 
though he, too, suggested a change. Capt. 
Shears was re elected auditor. 

A range committee consisting of Capt. 
Smallfield, Lieut. Williams and Mr. J. D. 
Taylor, together with the Secretary and 
Treasurer, was appointed to take the neces- 
sary steps for putting the range in order 
for the next pri/.^ meeting. It is in con- 
templation to have the targets moved back 
so as to be moro easily seen by the markers, 
and to havo tho firing points improved by 
covering with plank or otherwise. 

Capt. Fletcher und Cupt. Smallfield were 
appointed a finance committee, with a viow 
to augmenting the prize fund through tho 
assistance of the numerous well-wishers not 
now members of tho association. 

Tho cup presented by tho Corporation of 
Victoria having been finally won last prize 
meeting by Staff Sergt. J, C. Newbury, 
this fact well be reported to the Corporation 
with a request for another trophy to bo 
shoe for under similar conditions.

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DOUBLE EXECUTION. 



Murderers Teragnello anil Sinq; Kee 
Hanged by the Neck 
Till Dead. 

How They Met Their Fate-Details of 
the Original and Final 
Tragedy. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 
Nanaimo, B. C, Jan. 10.— At im early 
hour a large crowd gathered at all available 
points in & fruitless endeavor to catch a sight 
of the execution. Sheriff Drake was bo 
sieged with requests for admission, which 
■wore refused to all excopt representatives 
of tho press and Government officials, 
about thirty cf whom gathered in tho ja" 
yard at 7:45 a.m. Tho moans of Teragnello 
wore heard in his cell, and tho condemned 
were Boon seen coming down tho stairs 
Sing Kco walking confidently, Teragnello 
being oarried bodily, rending tho nir with 
his lamentations. Tho Chinaman took his 
pluco squarely on the trap and smiled faint- 
ly. Teragnello was deposited in a heap on 
the trap, and, being raised to his feet, was 
supported while tho noose was adjusted. 
Teragnello made a short statement : "Adieu, 
adieu ! Better be in hell than here in this 
place. I did not kill him. This is not 
right. My God ! Adieu ! " Both nooses 
wore quickly adjusted, the man supporting 
Terugnello sprang aside, and the drop fell at 
8 sharp. Teiugnello was motionless. Sing 
Kee twitched for several moments and then 
hang limp, Those present dispersed, the 
bodies were cut down and a coroner's jury 
took matters in hand. Tho details of the 
execution were carried out very successfully. 
SINO KEB, 

In tho early part of May, 1802, the iron 
strong-box which did duty as tho safe of tho 
British Columbia rucking Co., Rivers' Inlet, 
■was stolen, with its contents, consisting of 
some $1,000 in gold and silver coin. Some 
days later tho safo was found, broken open 
and rifled of its contents. The robbery was 
the workof the ChinamanSingKeeand several 
otherB. A quarrel arose among tho robbers 
over the division of tho spoils, in which 
matter Sing Keo considered himself to havo 
beon cheated. Tho result of tho quarrel 
was that Sing procured a Winchester, and, 
one day when his confederates were at din- 
ner, opened fire upon them, with tho evi- 
dent intention of securing a sweeping re- 
venge for his "wrongs." Tho result of .he 
shooting was tho killing outright of one 
Chinaman, tho death, resulting from fright, 
of another, and tho wounding of a third. 

After the shooting Sing Kee took to the 
forest und for a time avoided arrest. His 
cipture was secured by an Indian polico 
man. Tho murdorer was sent to Mew West 
minster and the caBe camo up for trial at 
the Fall Assizes in November last. Mr. 
JennB acted us counsel for the defunce, be- 
ing nppointed by tho court. An adjourn- 
ment was asked for to enable important 
witnesses to be procured. Tho appeal was 
granted, but, at tho request of tho Crown, 
the case was removed to Nanaimo and tried 
at tha December Assizes. The prisoner was 
convicted of murder on the overwhelming 
testimony of several eyewitnesses, while tho 
defence failed to produce uny witnesses for 
their side. 

The death sentence was pronounced and 
Sing was incarcerated to await the process 
of the law. t'Sw'iSSS 

Since that time ho has borno up remark- 
ably well under tho trying circumstances, 
appearing at all times oheerful and oven 
lively. His standard amusement had been 
the taunting of his fellow-prisoner, Terag- 
nello, with tho fact of being a much better 
man, as he had killed " three men to your 
one." 

Once only haB he shown any signs of a 
desire to avert his fate, and that was by a 
proposition made to Teragnello that they 
two kill their keeper, a trusty who slept in 
the cell with them, and try to make their 
escape 

The night before the execution he was 
heard singing a Chinese song in his cell 
■with a steady voice that gave no indication 
of concern aB to his fate. 

DOMINIC TERAGNELLO. 

On the night of Wednesday, September 
28, John Cavallero was assaulted at North- 
field, and wounded unto death by an un- 
known man. The injured man lived until 
next morning and recovered sufficiently be- 
fore his death to express his belief that his 
assailant was one Teragnello, though he 
supposed that man to bo in Alaska at the 
time. Constable Stevenson placed a 
description of the man Terugnello in the 
hands of Conductor Coburn, of tho E. & N. 
railroad, with instructions to keep an eyo 
open for tho man. At Chemainus a man 
answering the description given boarded tho 
train. A telegram to Victoria brought up 
Sergeant Langley and Officer McNeill, of 
tho Provincial police, who watched their 
man and on his arrival in Victoria 'effected 
his arrest. Teragnello appeared very cool, 
protested his innocence and told such a clever 
Btory that for a time some doubt existed 
as to his being the man required. 

He was removed on the lirstof October to 
Nanaimo and the provincial police took up 
the case aided by tho local officials. Link 
by link a chain of evidence was forged too 
strong to be broken. Every step almost of 
tho man's jouruey was traced from tho time 
of his return from Alaska and arrival in 
Victoria to his arrest by the officers of the 
law. 

Thirty-six witnesses gave evidence for the 
prosecution, and the trial, which developed 
somo sensational features, lasted two dayB. 
Teragnello undoubtedly labored under 
tho impression that Cavallero was hia wife's 
paramour, and revenge prompted the bloody 
deed. 

When first placed under close confine- 
ment Terugnello raved and stormed like a 
mad man. His meals wcro dashed fruntic- 
ally on the floor and his clothing and bed- 
ding torn to strips. At times ho broke 
down repeatedly and moaned and wept wildly. 
Later he became somewhat culm and acted 
more rationally, though at all times uneasy 
and fretful. His appetite improved und he 
ate regularly toward tho end. Tho last 
night in hia cell was spent in part with a 
father confessor who succeeded in apparent- 
ly inducing a better frame of mind. 

On Sunday evening Sheriff Drake saw tho 
finishing touches put on tho grim machinery 
by means of which the sentences of the 
courts in the cases of Dominick Teragnello 
and Sing Keo wero to ho curried out. Tho 
trap responded promptly to the touch of 
tho lever, and several sovcro finul tests re- 
sulted in tho pronouncing of a favorable 
verdict on the arrangements. Above tho 
final strokes of the hammer could be heard 
the voice of Sing Keo in a thin and quaver- 
ing ChincBo song, tho music of which, 
mingling with the scrape, scrape of tho saw, 
floated out in tho night air with an effect at 
onco weird uud awful.

CORRESPONDENTS EXPELLED. 

The French Government Jlvtch Annoyed by 
Foreign Newspaper Reports Regarding 
the Scandal. 

Pauls, Jun. 15.— Tho Government has 
begun a campaign against foreign newspaper 
correspondents in this city. The ministers 
havo been seriously annoyed from, tho first 
by tho attacks of English and Gorman news- 
papers upon tho men besmirched by tho 
Panama scandal. Soveral Paris dailies havo 
suggested that both England and Gormany 
had sufficient dishonesty at homo to pre- 
vent them from casting stones, wero they 
not so self-righteous. To-day's dispatchea 
from Borlin, Buda Pesth and London an- 
nounced that tho insinuations of tho Co- 
cardo have been transformed by the Paris 
correspondents of nowspapers in tho cities 
into suggestions that either Baron Mohrcn- 
heim, tho Russian ambassador, or Count 
Mcnabro, formerly Italian ambassador, 
havo been influenced in favor of the Panama 
Canal company by a bribe of 500,000 francs. 

Herr Wedel, correspondent for sovoral 
German dailies, was one of tho guilty men, 
and ho was notified to leave the country. 
M. Seiche, correspondent of the Pesti Hir- 
lap, has been arrested for telegraping the 
report in question to Buda Pesth. Several 
other correspondents have been noti- 
fied that they will be expelled from France, 
for the same offence.

CLUB SERVANTS. 

Thousands of Tliom Bmployod in 
Now York City.

Social Organization's Whl 
Army or People to Attn 

Various Wants— Tlio Lead- 
ing Clubs.

f If the servants and employes of any 
one of the big clubs in this town were 
marched in dress parade the array 
would be a decidedly imposing one, and 
the size of the small army would sur- 
prise anybody. who had not had occasion 
to become familiar with the workings 
of the larger New York clubs, says the 
New York World. The Manhattan Ath- 
letic club probably heads the list of local 
clubs — or American clubs, for that mat- 
ter—in the number of people who wear 
its livery, or at least draw money from 
its treasury for attending' to the wants 
of its members. More than two hun- 
dred men, women and boys are regular- 
ly employed in one capacity or another 
in the big Manhattan Athletic club 
house, and at times the attaches of the 
club house number as high as two hun- 
dred and fifty. This small army com- 
prises door men, hall hoys, waiters, bar- 
tenders.' attendants at the rifle range. 
Shooting gallery, baths and other de- 
partments, elevator boys, bookkeepers, 
accountants, engineers, firemen, cham- 
bermaids, cooks, washerwomen and 
scrubwomen. 

Humble though some of these em- 
ployes are, it costs money to secure 
their more or less professional services 
for the club, and the salary list is be- 
tween: fifteen hundred dollars and two 
thousand dollars a week. 

The Manhattan club, which probably 
comes next in the length of its salary list, 
employs between one hundred and forty- 
live and one hundred and fifty, and pays 
them something over one thousand dol- 
lars a week for attending to the club 
house and the wants of the men who 
keep it a-going. The presont Manhat- 
tan Athletic club house is comparatively 
a now thing, and naturally many, if not 
most, of its attaches are comparatively 
new-comers. But at the Manhattan 
club, which is one of the old club insti- 
tutions of the town, many of the help 
have grown gray in the service. The 
venerable female housekeeper, for in- 
stance, has put in a couple of decades 
keeping things in order for the Man- 
hattanites, and a dozen other employes 
have been with the club for a decade or 
more, There is one detachment of the 
Manhattan club's employes whose very 
existence is probably unknown to nine- 
tenths of the club's members. Every 
one of this detachment is of the fem- 
inine gender, and every one is likewise 
oE the color of the aee of spades. The 
women in question are the houseelean- 
ers, and put in their appearance at the 
clubhouse about sunrise, make things 
lively for a couple of hours, and disap- 
pear before the earliest member of the 
club lias shaken off the embrace of Mor- 
pheus. 

The Union league also has a big staff 
of employes, as may be imagined from 
the fact that it spends nearly ten thou- 
sand dollars every year in providing 
them with livery. The New York Ath- 
letic is another club which does a 
large "business intho way of employes: 
likewise the Union club, the New York 
club, the Lawyers' club, and half a doz- 
en other clubs on the same order. At 
most of these clubs employes of a dozen 
or more years' standing may still be 
seen, and. in fact at any of the first- 
class clubs it is tin; rule to retain the 
doormen; so long as they behave them- 
selves, in order to have at least a couple 
of servants who are .familiar with the 
faces of all the members. The Universi- 
ty club, iif course, has an immense 
retinue- of servants, but, as the rule 
there seems to he to have a "shake-up" 
once a month or so. not more than half 
n dozen old-time attaches of theclub arc 
to be seen at the club house on .Madison 
avenue nowadays. 

At the really first-class clubs an en- 
deavor is made to secure as servants 
only serving people who have had ex- 
perience in private families or other 
first-class clubs, but at some of the 
clubs almost everybody who responds 
to the house committee's advertise- 
ment is taken on faith and given a 
chance to don the club livery. The 
Lawyers' club is a notable exception to 
clubs of the last named order, the at- 
taches of that institution being particu- 
larly well trained and disciplined. Al- 
most every one of them has' seen service 
in the better class of New' York fami- 
lies and every one of them thoroughly 
understands his place. There is rarely 
or never any complaint of incivility or 
lack of attention on the part of the 
servants of the Lawyers' club, and that 
fact, perhaps, as much as anything 
else, accounts for the extreme populari- 
ty of the club. Altogether probably 
eight thousand or ten thousand people

To THE Editor: — I havo waited a few 
daya to see if some more competent pen than 
mine would indite a reply to that most 
optimist eulogist of the School Teacher, 
"Parent No. II." What an altogether too 
lovoly family ho must havo ! I can only 
hope they wall not sharo tho fate of the 
goody boy in the story lnoks of our child- 
hood, but live long and die happy just like 
poor ordinary children that don't fall into 
raptures about their teachers, and require 
just a little coaxing with an occasional ap- 
plication of something stronger. Seriously 
does this Parent know that little children of 
S years and less have been " Kept in " by a 
Ward school teacher in this city, until 
their mothers went to tho school after them, 
till nearly S p. m., and fcr what, think 
you? to write -100 times "I must not drop 
my pencil." This went on until the School 
Law was threatened at thia moat loving nud 
able teacher. Did thiB Parent ever hear of 
a teacher in the Central school who refused 
to receive an excuse from a parent, unless it 
was enclosed in a "square envelope." I am 
afraid if such a message had been sent to 
me, the teacher would receive a " equaro 
envelopo " with a letter inside that would 
aBtonish their self conceit. 

Parent No. 3 talks about a lady teacher. 
And pray who made thia lady teacher in the 
High school or aDy other school a law uuto 
herself ? Tho aaid teacher and others 
should bo made to understand that children 
are Bent to school for tho purpose of being 
fitted for tho business of life, not for the 
glorification of any teacher, be they ever so 
thorough. It is tho number of children 
that are grounded in the principles of their 
studies so as to apply them in their future 
greator education, outside of schools and 
colleges, by which the nieaauro of success of 
a teacher is to be known— not by the 
amount of cramming that can be stuffed into 
a certain number to bring them up to some 
standard that thia thorough teacher has 
chosen to set above the law. If the standard 
is such that the average pupil of average 
diligence fails to get through, it is too 
high, and if it requires more than tho law- 
ful number of school hours to reach that 
Standard, it ia too high. And any one 
teacher or otherwise, who attempts to over- 
rale tho law of tho Legislature in thia matter, 
ought to be given to understand that they 
arc not (which a great many teachers seem 
to think) above the law, hut servants. 

After watching one pupil working at a 
house near from 6 p.m. to !) p.m., I asked to 
look at the object of study. I found it was on 
Anatomy, Physiology and Hygiene by Dr. 
Calvin Cutter. I would recommend Parent 
No. 3 to read, mark, learn Chap. XXIX, 
Bee. 39!) et sequitor : " Studies that require 
close application should be pursued in the 
morning. The evening should bo devoted 
to entertaining conversation, music and 
light reading. This will fit the system of 
the student for quiet and refreshing sleep." 
" The organs of the child, besides sustain- 
ing their proper functions, are busy in pro- 
moting its growth." This last ia a part of 
tiie nervous system's work thut tho average 
teacher either knows not or cares not, The 
" standard " is the mark they aim at. Thus 
we get educated prigs, who, in tho majority 
of eases when they leave school, havo no 
knowledge of principles and tliuH cannot 
apply what they have learned to the ufTairs 
of daily life. ' Photos.

Rev. Dr. Campbell's Sunday Evening- 
Lecture— Service at Ciirista- 
tleliiliian Hall. 

" Is it the body which \3 buried that 
shall riso from tho dead t " was tho subject 
of Sunday evening's lecture at tho First 
Presbyterian churoh, and it drew a crowded 
houBO. Dr. Campbell briefly defined the 
views of the Sadducoes at tho tinio of 
Christ, and tho Swedenborgians and othor 
little sects of tho prcsont time, who deny 
tho resurrection of the body, and clearly 
showed them to bo contrary to tho touching 
of tho Bible. He treated tho subject in a 
practical and popular manner under thrco 
divisions : " 1. Aro the bodies to riso 
again?" "2. Aro they to bo the same 
bodies?" "3. Wherein consists tho iden- 
tity ? " 

The lecturer answered tho first and 
second in tho affirmative, and conclusively 
proved hia position by tho plain teaching of 
tho Word of God. Ho Bbowod that 
tho Apostlo Paul was willing to 
stako the truth of Christianity on 
tho truth of the resurrection of Christ. To 
deny the resurrection of tho dead waB to 
deny the resurrection of Christ, and to deny 
tho resurrection of Christ was to reject tho 
Gospel. 

Tho controversy, said tho lecturer, was 
not between him and those who denied tho 
resurrection of the body, but between them 
and the Apostle Paul, and his hearers could 
jmtgo for themselves whether it was safer 
to bolievc tho inspired writor of tho Epistles 
to the Corinthians, or believe thorn; as for 
his own part ho would rather bolievo what 
Paul said. 

As to the "identity" of tho present aud 
future body it was involved in tho very idea 
of a resurrection. This affirmation he 
strongly fortified by roason and Revelation. 
He showed that identity does not depend 
on tho continuity of the same substance 
The oak tree and the groon leaf that sprang 
from tho acorn aro tho same, and 
yet there is not a particle of the latter in 
tho former. Tho man aud tho babe aro the 
sumo, yet there is not i\ particle of the sub- 
stance of the babo in the man. So it ia not 
necessary that a particle of the present 
body be in the resurrrection body, and yet 
the resurrection body and tho present body 
be identical. He exposed to ridicule those 
who thought they disposed forever of tho 
doctrine of tho resurrection of the body by 
propounding such absurd questions as "A 
man dies and moulders to dust, this is taken 
up by a plant, tho plant ia eaten by a doer, 
tho deer by s. wolf, and the wolf by n lion, 
shall that body rise at tho resurrection ? " 
Ho showed that those cavilors were in their 
attack on tho teachings of tha Bible as 
insignificant as mice nibbling at the Rock of 
Gibraltar. 

Tho subject considered at the Christadel- 
phian Hall Sunday evening, was " Is tho 
Soul Immortal?" The subject was con- 
sidered from a Bible standpoint; the speaker 
holding that that was the evidence the 
Christian should consider ull important — 
that which the heathen believed and 
taught was no evidence as to what waa 
truth. After setting forth tho several 
theories concerning the nature of man com- 
mon in Christendom, the speaker turned his 
attention to the Bible for a solution of the 
question, 

Ho stated, without fear of contradiction, 
that tho phrases so often used by teachers 
of religion, "Never dying soul," "Immortal 
soul," etc. , are forms of speech which arc not 
to be met with from Genesis to Revolution. 
Anyone may quickly satisfy himself on thia 
point by reference to a concordance if he be 
unacquainted with tho Scriptures. How 
aro we to explain this fact? If the immor- 
tality of tho soul i3 to lie believed without 
sanction from revelation on tho mere 
assumption that it is, self-evident, in-iy we 
not uphold any doctrine for which we have 
a prepossession ? A more rational course to 
pursue is surely to suspect a doctrine not 
divinely inculcated. 

Some, however, may not bo satisfied that 
the doctrine of the immortality of the soul 
ia not definitely broached in the sacred 
writings. Recalling to mind tho constant 
use of the word "soul," for tho benefit of 
such, it will bo well to look at the use made 
of the word in thu Scriptures in order to see 
its moaning. First, let it bo remembered 
that in its original derivation tho word 
"eouI" simply means a breathing creature, 
without any reference to its constitution or 
duration of existence. .This fact is illus- 
trated in Clio renderings adopted by the 
translators hi the firat few chapters of ( lene- 
aia. As applied to Adam, it ia translated 
soul (Genesis ii, .7); as applied to beasts, 
birds, reptiles, it ia rendered "creature 
and "thing" (Gun. i, 20, 21,2-1,28,30 ; see 
margin) . 

It is also given to represent mind, disposi- 
tion, life, etc., and that which it describes 
is spoken of as eapable of hunger (Prov. 
xix., 16), of being satisfied with foud (Lam. 
i., 11-19), of touching a material object 
(Lev. v., 2), of going into the grave (Job 
xxxiii., 22-28), of coming out of i. (Psalm 
xxx., 3), of swearing with his lij'3 (Lev. 
v., ■(), etc. It is never spoken of an an im- 
material, immortal, thinking entity. Tho 
original word occurs in tho Old Testament 
about 700 times, and in tho New Testament 
180 times; it iH rendered " perscus " .31 
times, " living or lifo " 190 times, " beauts 
und creeping t hings " 2>- times. In no in- 
Btunco has it the significance claimed for it 
by professing Christiana of modern timed. 
It is never said to be immortal. It is not 
only represented as capable of death, but 
naturally liable to it. We find David do- 
□luring is "INoi-.o can keep alive bis o«n 
soul." And again; " What man is he that 
liveth and shall not sec death? Shall he 
deliver hia soul from tho hand of the 
grave?" Finally, Ezekiel declares (ohaptei 
xviii., -1) "tho soul that sinnctli it shall 
die." 

Job asks the question, "If a man die shall 



5ie live again ?" (Job xiv, 14); Jesus furnishes 
tho answer, "1 am the resurrection and 
tho life," also, "And this is tho will of 
him that sent mo that everyone which secth 
tho Son and boliovcth on him may have ever- 
lasting life, und I will raiso him up at the 
last day." (John vi, 40.) Tho speaker 
cautioned hi3 hearers to boware of those 
who " speak uot according to the oracles of 
God," "to the law and tho testimony, 
if they speak not nccording to this word, it 
is because thoro ib not light in them, 
— (Isaiah viii, 20.) 

JJEIIRING SEA CASE. 

What the Americans Are Dolng-The Arbitra- 
tors WW Meet February 23. 

Washington, Jun. 16.— Secretary J. W. 
G. Foster, ex-Ministcr Phelps and Senator 
Morgan bad ft conference with President 
Harrison at tho White House this morning, 
in regard to tho Bohring Sea case. Secre- 
tary Fostor is agent, Mr. Phelps the loading 
counsel, and Senator Morcan is ono of the 
first orators on the part of the United States. 
Tho arbitrators aro to moot in Paris, Febru- 
ary 23, and it is nearly time for tho 
submission of tho countor case by Great 
Britain and tho United States. Justice 
Harlan, the other American arbitrator, and 
Mr. Williams of tho counsel aro already in 
Paris. Tho others connected with the caso 
will leave hero for Paris in the courso of a 
few weeks. Secrotary Foster will probably 
be tho last to go, aa he has arranged to ra- 
tain his present position in tho Stato De- 
partment until February 5. Tho couuter 
cases are required to ba submitted by Feb- 
ruary 3, twenty days before tho meeting of 
the board in Paris. By tho terms of the 
treaty a printed argument on the cases 
and counter-cases prepared by tho two 
Governments was to havo been furnished 
the arbitrators when they met, but recog- 
nizing tho practical impossibility of prepar- 
ing this within tho time elapsing between 
the presentation of the counter-cases and 
tho meeting of tho board, it has been 
agreed by tho two Governments that the 
arbitrators, after their meeting and organ- 
ization of FebrUMJ 23, shall adjourn for 
ono month to March 23, at which time the 
printed arguments aro to be ready. Besidea 
these nrgumonts, it is understood that the 
arbitrators will aok for additional oral argu- 
ment by counsel. A decision by the arbi- 
trators is required by tho treaty within 
three months of tho close of the argument 
aud presentation of the evidence.

BLAINE'S RECORD. 

His Life Summarized In a Few Paragraphs— 
From the Cradle to Ills 
Sick Bed. 

1830 — James G, Blaine was horn in West 
Brownsville, Washington county, Pa., 
January Si. 

1847 — Graduated from Washington Col- 
lege, in his native county, with honors. 

1H52 — Instructor in literature and scienco 
in the Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Ulind in Philadelphia. 

18oI — Removed to Augusta, Me., and 
became editor aud half proprietor of the 
Kennebec Journal. 

1S50 —Elected a delegate to the first Re- 
publican National Convention, which nom- 
inated General Fremont fur the Presidency. 

1858— Elected to the State Legislature, 
serving four euccessive ternii in that body, 
two of which ua its bpeaker. 

1SC2 — Elected to Congress, where in one 
branch or the other he served for eighteen 
years. 

1SC5 — Began to take a prominent part in 
the work of reconstructing tho Confederate 
States. 

1.S07 — Opposed that section of tho Re- 
construction bill placing the South under 
military government, and was finally suc- 
cessful in defeating the obnoxious clause. 
He also delivered a powerful speech against 
the doctrine of paying off the public debt in 
greenbacks. 

1869 — Chosen Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, and was re-elected Speak- 
er by the next two Congresses. 

1874— The Democrats having gained con- 
trol of tho House, Mr. Blaino became the 
leader of the minority. 

1870 — The met prominent candidate for 
the Presidential nomination. On June 11, 
the Sunday before tho convention, was 
prostrated by the heat when entering his 
church. At the convention he only lacked 
28 votes of a majority necessary to nomi- 
nate him, but was defeated by the consoli- 
dation of his opponents. Was appointed to 
tiie United States Senate to fill unexpired 
term caused hy resignation of Senator Mor- 
rill. 

1878 — Advocated the establishment of a 
steamship line to Bra7.il and urged a subsidy 
to be given to insure its success. 

18S0 — Again a prominent candidate for 
the Presidential nomination. When Gar- 
Geld waa elected he was offered and accepted 
the State portfolio. 

I8S1 — Retired from tho Cabinet De- 
cember IS), after inaugurating several 
measures which were calculated to accrue to 
the benefit of the United States. 

1882— Began to write his historical work, 
entitled, "Twenty Years of Congross," on 
which he labored four years. 

1884 —Nominated for the Presidency, 
but was defeated at the polls and retired to 
Mh homo in Augusta and continued writing 
his book. 

1880— Took an active part in tho Maine 
campaign, delivering a series of speeches 
upon the fisheries question. 

1888 — Went to Europe in poor health and 
had an attack of illness while in Florence. 
Sent two letters from Europe saying he 
would not be a candidate under any circum- 
stances. He returned in the uutum and de- 
livered several speeches in favor of Gen. 
Harrison's candidacy. 

1889— Appointed Secretary of State and 
began to interest himnulf immediately in 
the Behring Sea and fisheries question with 
Great Britain and other international affairs. 

J890— Formulated his reciprocity ideas, 
which wero Incorporated in tho Tariff Act 
thia year, und which led to commercial 
treurties with several countries. 

\B0S — Resigned as Secretary of State in 
June nod spent tho summer at Bar Harbor. 
In October he niadeja speech at Ophir Farm 
on bis Way to Washington, where he has 
since remained.

Palmer aud Randolph R. Freeman. Mr.

National Farmer and Turfman, a Seattle 
weekly, and is hero to represent his journal 
at the show.

A number of tho exhibits wero placed in 
position at the Market Hall yesterday and 
lust night there was a very Babel of noise — 
the unknown language of expectation, jubi- 
lation, and consternation of tho array of 
birds and doga of all kinds, varieties, colors, 
and breeds.
